CoNCERNING Exvection BETS. -A 
correspondent of the Washington Pa- 
triot, writing from this city, says: 

Dr. Menninger, the Secretary of State, 
does not think that the official vote will 
be all in until Tuesday or Wednesday, 
if at that time. It is currently reported 
that he has offered to bet a large amount 
that Merrimon will receive a small 
majority. And while upon the subject 
of betting, let me relate a little incident. 
Two newspaper correspondents, both 
representatives of large and influential 
journals, had a bet of five hundred 
dollars on tke election. As it 
became pretty generally understood 
that Caldwell was elected, the 
gentleman who had bet on him 
(we will call him Mr. A.,) hinted that 
he thought the stakes might as well be 
banded over at once, as the result, there 
being no majorities in the question, was 
virtually decided. The other gentle- 
man (Mr. B.) however, did not 
exactly sce it in that light and claimed 
that the ultimate result, upon which 
the bet depended, would only be 
reached after it should be decided if 
the Radical candidate was honestly 
elected or not. Mr. A. contended that 
honesty had nothing to do with the 
election, (and he was quite right,) and 
that the bet was simply upon tie offi- 
cial vote as it should first appear over 
the signature of the Secre- 
tary of State, no matter whether 
this was subsequently changed or not. 
The dispute growing quite animated, it 
was agreed to leave the question to the 
decision of an umpire, and as such was 
selected a well known sporting editor 
in New York. This gentleman was im 
mediately telegraphed, made acquaint. 
ed with the circumstances of the bet, 
and respecttully asked for his opinion 
which would be decisive. In a few 
hours back came the answer that the 
“official statement of the vote as first 
promulgated from the office of the Sec- 
retary of State over his signature and 
official seal should decide the bet.“ — 
Nothing more was said ; but the forth- 
coming official vote is anxiously looked 
for by the two friends —among thous- 
ands of others.

MIDNIGHT DISPATCHES. 


The Federal Investigation inte the 
KueKlux Prisoners at Albany.

Cul. Whitley, chief of the detective 
force, has addressed the following letter 
to Attorney General Williams: 4 

New York, August 9, 1872. 

Sin: — have the honor to acknowl-

from Gerritt Smith, Reg., addressed to 
the President, ia relation to thosc con 
victs in the the Albany Penitentiary, 
who where convicted of violations of the 
Enforcement Act, and requesting me 
to go to Albany, makes thurough in- 
vestigation into the condition of these 
prisoners, and report to the Department | 
my views as to the expediency of ex- 
ercising Executive clemency in re- 
gard to any cf them. 

In accordance with your uest, I 
seeded to Albany on the 7th inst., 
or the purpose of telfilling the duty 
assigned me. As a means vf conduct- 
ing my inquiries in a manner best 
adapted to arrive at all the facts in the 
case, and also to lead the prisoners to 
express themselves as freely as possible, 
I deemed it best to see each of the par- 
ties separately, without any koowledge 
upon their part as to my “official char- 
acter or the object of my visit. In this 
I received the fullest of Mr. Louis 
D. Pillsburg, head keeper of the Peni- 
tentiary, who brought each prisoner in 
separately, with the simple remark to 
each tnat. “this gentleman desires to 
talk with you.” The prisoners were 
mainly frank and communicative. Some 


of them are poor, unlearned, and 
have left large families behind them, 


and while acknowledging that they 
were members of the various orders of 
the organization known under the gen- 
eral head of the Ku-Klux Kian, and 
that although they had been justly 
sentenced as such, they plead in exten- 
uation that they had joined the order 
without a fall knowledge of its sims 
and objects, and had been incited to 
deeds of violence by their leaders, who 
ad man to escape frem the coun- 
try, leaving them 20 the responsi- 
— the punishment of their mis- 


A number of them stated that they 
had been compelled to join the order to 
save themselves and families from visi- 
tation of the klan; others had entered 
into its ranks under the supposition 
that it was a society organized for mu- 
tual protection, but learned subsequent- 
ly that its real designs were the exter- 
mination of the race and the 
driving out of such of the whites as 
were in favor of the political equality 
and social elevation of the black.s 

These severally expressed the heart- 
iest contrition for their misdeeds and 
stated that the organization was one 
inimical to the best interests of society, 
and that the government was fully jus- 
tified in breaking it up. 


In further extenuation of having 
been members of the order, they stated 
that the operations of the Ku Klux 
Klan were wide spread, and embracing 
within itstfolds many of superior intelli- 
gence, to whom they had been accus- 
tamed te look for advice and counsel, 
and whom they did not suppose would 
lead them into any combinations that 
contemplated personal violence and even 
murder, If these were for 
the accomplishment of its ends, they 
were told that it was a good institution 
to put down meanness in the country 
and they accepted the statement impli- 
citly. 

Upwards of forty examinations were 


neither prisoner knowing that any one 
but himself had been called out and 
none of them being aware, as before 
observed, of my official position or the 
objeet of my visit. There was a singu- 
lar unanimity in their element 
and a general expression of regret that 
they should have been drawn into an 
organization differing so entirely in the 
ebject which they — 4 it had in 
view when they joi it. In reply to 
the general question, what were the ob 
jects of the organization, the answer was 
almost universally, when we joined the 
order we supposed it to be a society es- 
tablished for mutual protection, but af. 
ter having been fully iniated, we discov- 
ered it to be for a political purpose, 
which purpose was embodied in an 
oath in waich we swore to op the 
Radical party in all its forms and pre- 
vent the negroes from voting. It 
was this great deception that mis- 
led us and which has brought us into 
our present condition.” The contrition 
manifested by many ol these prisoners. 
and the hearty abhorrence expressed by 
them for the acts into the commission 
of which they claim they were betrayed 
by unscrupulous and designing men of 
more enlightened means, their general 
want of intelligence and their extreme 
poverty, all appeal strongly for mercy. 
My views as to the expediency of 
restoring apy of them to society through 
the exercise of Executive clemency are 
clearly in favor of such a course with 
some portion of them, and I believe it 
may be done in sume of the cases, not 
ouly with great safety but fully in the 
interest ot the public good. In these 
to which I intend respectfully to call 
your attention, the prisoners appear not 
only truly tant, but absolutly 
ashamed of the course which they seem 
to have unwittingly pursued. They ex- 
press themselves as anxious to return to 
the peaceful pursuits of industry, when- 
ever the opportunity is afforded them, 
and to become law-abiding citizens in 
thesr respective com munities.

Disgraceful 


Proceedings in North 
Carolina—t+ the Ballot Box a 
Farce. 


Under this head, the New York 
Herald has the following: 


There has been no election of late in 
which, from all appearances, there have 
been such gross irregularities and tam- | 
pering with the ballot) box ss in the 
recent election in North Carolina. ‘The 
politicians there are not a Whit more 
unscrupulous and bold in their dis— 
honest manipulstion ot the ballots than 
those of New York have been. We are 
inclined to think, from the information 
we have published, that they beat the 
old Tammany politicians. They know 
how to keepthe ballots locked up and 
uncounted in certain localities, carrying 
the boxes home with them, till they 
learn What number of votes are required 
to accomplish their object. Though 
the law requires the Sheriffs of the pre- 
cincts and townships to publicly 
announce the vote cast for all 
the candidates from the 
Court House door within a 
specified time after the election, this 
law has not been couwhed with in 
several localities, Our correspondent 
informs us that this was the case in 
Craven county, and that in Warren, the 
poll-helders, contrary to law, carried 
home the ballot boxes, and did not 
count the votes till the day after. In 
the First Congressional District, where 
Pool resides, the boxes, i: is said, were 
held till it was found convenient to 
count the ballots. In several counties, 
claimed to be administretion Republi- 
can, the vote cast exceeded the voting 
population, Io Duplin county, the 
voting population is put down at 
2,959; the number of votes actually re- 
ported is 8,485. And soin Cumberland, 
Frankiin, Halifax, Lencir, Nash, Robe- 
son and other counties, the same suspi- 
cious iriegularities and trauds are no- 
ticed. The mass of illegal and fraudu— 
lent votes polled apparently is in the 
counties throughout the State where the 
negroes are most numerous and have 
the political power. li seems evident 
that the Admunistraton Republicans 
have been playing a desperate game.— 
Under such a state of things the ballot 
box isafarce. The hegislature, when 
it meets will undoultedly investigate 
the matter. Though Caldwell may 
claim to have been elected Govy- 
ernor by a thousand or titteen hundred 
uiajority, he may yet find that his bogus 
votes will not be recognized. Merrimon 
may afterall be declund Governor by a 
handsome majority. We hope, for the 
sake of the purity of the ballot box and 
Republican institations, the matter will 
be thoroughly probed and the fraud 
exposed, whichever party may gain or 
lose by the operation. And we warn 
the administration not to interfere, but 
to leave the iocal authorities to decide 
upon and control their own affairs.

Collision Between the River Queen 
and the Miller. on the Hudson. 
The New York says: 

Shortly before midnight on Friday a 
collision oecurred between two Hudson 
River steamers, off West Point light.—- 
At the time spoken of the passenger 
aud treight propeller Daniel 8. Miler, 
ofthe Poughkeepsie and New York 
line, was bound North, on the west 
shore, Nearing the turnin the river ut 
West point. At the same time the New 
Hamburg and New York passenger and 
treight boat River Queena, a side wheel 
steamer, Was bound south, near the same 
spot. According to a passenger on the 
Miller, that boat signalled the River 
Queen to goto the westward and the 
Kiver Queen answeied accordingly.— 
Instead of going to the westward, she 
sheered to the eastward across the Mil- 
ler’s bow. Then it was seen that a col, 
lision was inevitable, aud it came. The 
Miller struck the River Queen on the 
starboard side at the forward gangway, 
crushing down her guard and tearing 
away a portion of her upper deck.— 
Without stopping the Miller passed on, 
while the River Queen floated away 
dewn the stream a snort distance, when 
she stopped as though aa examinations of 
injuries received Was being made. Not 
being cut into below the Water line, she 
came on to New York. Her pilot tells 
a different story from che above about 
the collision. He says they were bound 
south and tothe eastward of a tow, 
As soon us he observed the Miller he 
blew two whistles jor her to go to the 
leit, which signal was not answered by 
the Miiler, Sceing that there was 
danger the pilot ot the River Queen 
rang his engine beils to slow, stop and 
back, endeavoring to avoid à collision, 
but the Miller bore right down on 
them, striking the River Queen as stated 
above. Ile says there were two pilots 
in his pilot house at the time who can 
testify to the above, and also thirty oe 
forty passengers Who saw it all. He is 
certain that the Miller paid no atten- 
tion to them whatever, but ran right 
into them. The damage to the River 
Qiucen is about eight hundred dollars. 
It was certainly a narrow escape from a 
fearful disaster, as both boats liad many 
passengers on board, The night was 
perfectly clear and starlight, and when 
the collision occurred the steamer John 
L. Hasbrouck, which runs opposite days 
to the Miller, was in the viernity, bound 
south. 


X curious 
circumstance in connection with the 
collision of Monday last on the Pitts- 
burgh and Connellsville railroad, is re- 
fated to us by a gentleman of this city 
Who was on the spot. IIe says that the 
two men who were injured in the colis- 
ion were badly scaided and burned 
about their faces, necks and hacks, and 
Were la Most intense pain. At the sug— 
gestion of one of the residents of 
Bridgeport, Miss Keyser, a young wo- 
man living near the scene of the acci— 
dent, was sent for to heal their wounds, 
or at least soothe their pain. She came, 
and after examining their scalds and 
burns, did not touch them, but merely 
breathed Upon them. This was two 
hours alter the accident, and a half- 
hour alterwards both men assured our 
informant that they felt absolutely no 
pain whatever, This certaialy approuches 


the marvelous, and so thinks our infor- 


mant, though he could obtain no expla- 
hation Of the lady's wonderiul powers 
except the statement that she “always 
did it.
